Mothers and fathers are worried over 


their little ones and many are buying 
them 
vaccinated. 
Already 
there are 


quite a number of children who hava 
the disease. Shortly after noon Thurs- 
day a fireman who just came in on a B. 
<t O. train from Chicago, was found to 
be suffering with smallpox ;md was tak- 
en from the train to the city jail, where 
he was kept until about 7 p. >n., when 
he was removed to the Koble home in 
the south part of the city, which is also 
under quarantine on account of small- 
pox. 
All the members of this family 


had the disease during the past few 
weeks, although it was not known what 
it was until the last two cases develop- 
ed. 
Many parents have taken their 


children ,rom school and are hoping 
the schools will be closed for a while, 
at least, until this is gotten under con- 
trol.

The Censorship on Prayer 


Whatever justification he mar fancy warranted him 


in his unheard-of procedure, the action of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor O'Neill in summarily halting the Rev. Mr. Henry, 
ctf Indianapolis, in the midst of his invocation in the In- 
diana senate Thursday on the grounds that he was deliv- 
ering a political speech and not a prayer, it must be ad- 
mitted that the lieutenant governor's action was hasty, 
ill-advised and in extremely bad taste. The clergyman 
may have been indiscreet in his utterances to the Most 
High which he had been invited to deliver in behalf of 
the senatorial body, but even this can hardly be justly 
pleaded in extenuation of the presiding officer's amazing 
tactics. Mr. O'lSTeill says he regarded the language of the 
prayer as an insult to the senate. The preacher declares 
the lieutenant governor misinterpreted his prayer. It is 
inconceivable that any minister of the gospel would seek 
to insult any body of men for whom he had been invited 
to petition divine guidance, but in any event the lieuten- 
ant governor could have with infinitely better taste loft for 
matter of passing judgment, upon the petition to the Al- 
mighty to whom it was addressed, iinless he was distrust- 
ful of a proper appreciation of the enormity of the offense 
at the Throne of Grace and felt that it was a situation 
.with which only the lieutenant governor of Indiana could 
adequately deal. Plainly Mr. O'Neill's action was too 
hasty and too drastic. It served no good purpose what- 
fever and its inevitable result will be to engender unneces- 
sary bitterness. If the clergyman's choice of language or 
theme was impolitic or ill-advised, the incident might bet- 
ter have been allowed to pass unnoticed. In attempting 
to Censor prayer the lieutenant governor is loading him- 
self up with unnecessary burdens and official duties nut 
imposed upon him by the constitution.

fn explaining his bill Representative 


Weidler asserted three-fourths of 
the 


people in Indiana wanted a constitu- 
tional convention and if this legislature 
did not grant the demand n new legis- 
lature two years hence would. 


William A. Pickens. nn attorney of 


Indianapolis. said he. believed the legis- 
lature should not net hastily in calling 
a convention, but should draft amend- 
ments to the present constitution nnd 
Fiibmit them to the people. Ho asserted 
the people generally took little intercsj: 
in questions of state, which provoked 
Representative Weidler to say: "I would 
trust 100 persons coming out of a shop 
in Indianapolis as easily as 100 in any 
legislature."

This state, should bor- 
row at once $20,0110,000, only l-lf> of its 
appraised wealth? 
It should be dis- 


tributed over eastern and western Wash- 
ington '» the development of lands for 
coloni/.ation. 


The stale 
can 
borrow, on 20-year 


bonds, nt not above 4 per cent. 
It 


should then first begin the clearing and 
sale of its public hinds; and second (be- 
cause its public lands are not always 
in locality, area or soil the. best for ag- 
riculture 
or 
economical 
clearing),

from 


private ' owners, when 
advantageously 


situated, dear them anil sell to settlers 
.in 20 payments, nt 
n small ndviimc • • 


><;iy 5 per cent, on the cost.--with inter- 
est, lit, about one-half of 1 per cent nbove 
the rule on its bonds. 


Aside from the prosperity which would 


follow the use of this money now, the 
state would m-ver lose a dollar. This is 
a bond issue that would create values. 
We would-be enriched by thousands of 
farmers and by an enormous increase in 
improved values. 
The state can clear 


these lands at vastly leas coat than pri- 
vate companies. 
It can give periods of 


payment far more extended, nor will it 
bo forced to make, a profit- 


Spejiking generally, after providing 


for the clearing and sale of state lands, 
the measure, which the present Jegis- 
lature sould pass, will provide for the 
purchase of private lands after written 
reports showing the analysis of the soil 
and th« estimated cost of clearing. The 
governor of the state should be the offi- 
cial head of the. work, and in his own 
handwriting approve every purchase.

vided into tracts of 20 or 40 acres, in 
each of which the state should clear 
all or such portion as may be wise, leav- 
ing the rest in instances to '.,a cleared 
by the. settler, who begins with at least 
enough cleared by the state to support 
him.

WAS AN 


O'Neill Explains Action in 


Checking Minister in 


Invocation. 


WHAT 
PASTOR 
SAYS 


Indianapolis, Feb. Jl.—"Th» prayer 


was an insult to th« agnate," thus 
Lieutenant Goyemor W. P. O'Neill ex- 
plained his action in cutting short the 
prayer being offered in the senate yes- 
Lerday by the R«v. J. R. Henry, pastor 
of tho Emmanuel Baptiat church, of In- 
dianapolis. 


Mr. Henry, who had just finished a 


prayer in the house, had prayed to God 
to speed the day when the liquor traf- 
fic would be broken and that the alms 
bouses, jails and penitentiaries would 
ceaso to be filled with victims of rum 
and was continuing. 


"Bang," soundad the lieut.-govcrnoT's 


gavel. 


"You are here to make a prayer and 


not a political speech," Mr. O'Neill said 
to the minister. 
"Tho clerk will pro- 


ceed with the reading of the jjournal." 


While the clerk was preparing to read 


the journal, Mr. Henry hurriedly fin- 
ished his prayer and quickly left the 
senate chamber. Ha declined to make 
any comment. 


Calls It Insult. 


The prayer was an insult to the sen- 


ate," said" Mr. O'Neill. "His reference 
to rum and tho liquor business was all 
right. I agree with everything he said 
on that subject but when he prayed for 


a dissolution of the partnership between 
the statA and criminals I regarded that 
as going too far. It was casting an in- 
sult in tlln faces of the senators so I 
stopped him. He was supposed to b» 
offTing a prayer, asking divino bless- 
ing on the BonKion and not to be mak- 
ing a political speech. 
God does not 


need ndvice on politics." 


In the house, the Rev. Mr. Henry said 


in tho course of his prayer: "Tho mem- 
bers of the legislature had accepted 
bribe money from the liquor business 
when the state took th« saloonkeeper's 
money for license to nin saloons." Sev- 
eral 
memberi of the house glanced 


around at their neighbors but said noth- 
ing. 


Tt was the first time that » minister 


offering ft prayer in either branch of the 
legislature had been rebuked in such n 
manner and the Incident created a sen- 
sation. 


Misinterpreted, He Salfl. 


"Mr. O'Neill misinterpreted my pray- 


er," 
said the E«v. Mr. Henry last 


night. "I had no intention of insulting 
the senate, and I am sure that I did 
not. I did not pray for the Lord to re- 
move the criminals from the senate. 
What I really said was, 'the Lord-hast- 
en the time when these men will see 
to it that .we no longer take the hush 
money of the saloons.' "

versity, delivered an address at the Kc- 
puhlican club. 


Professor Fisher pictured all manner 


of evil to come if the gold dollur, de- 
preciated 
by 
overproduction of 
the 


metaj, were not standardized as a unit 
of value, instead of remaining a unit 
of weight, as at present. 
As a rem- 


edy he advocated adjustment in the 
weight of the gold dollar to meet the 
fluctuations 
• in the government's index 


price of commodities. 


"To my mind," said Professor Fisher, 


"the high cost of living is due to two 
causes—gold inflation and credit infla- 
tion- 
There has been no scarcity of 


goods, but since 1900 prices have risen 
higher in this country 
than in any 


other. 
Food has not become scarce. 


The per capita production of the ten 
leading crops 
of 
the United States 


(hows an increase in the lust fifteen 
years. 


"We complain that the things we buy 


cost more mOn«y *buu formerly. 
It 


would help ui if w« should more often 
express it tho other wajf about by say- 
ing that money has lost its purchasing 
power. 


Value of Dollar Decreased. 


"The weight of tho gold dollar re- 


mains fixed, but it* .alno or purchasing 
power does not. 
During the last fif- 


teen years, although the gold dollar has 
remained the same in size, its purclius- 
ing power has fallen to two-thirds of 
the dollar of fifteen years ago. 
This 


shrinkage in 
the ^ monetary yardstick 


has injured all those who expected to 
receive a filed number of dollars—sal- 
aried men, wage earners, bondholders, 
savings bank depositors and many oth- 
ers. 


"Wages have remained unchanged for 


month* and yean after the coat of liv- 
ing rose, nnd then have, had to bo pried 
Up by force through strikes through 
which tho whole public lias suffered. In 
iny own opinion, wo owe the recent rise 
in prices, or, in other words, the shrink- 
age of tho dollar, partly to the discov- 
ery of gold mines nnd of cheaper meth- 
ods of gold extraction, partly to intui- 
tion of blinking credits in the form of 
deposits subject to obock and partly to 
other causes, notably the concentration 
of population in cities. 


"I believe that, with some interrup- 


tions, the present rapid upward move- 
ment of prices is likely to continue for 
many 'years. 


"Gold has become a sort of idol of 


business .men. 
Only recently urn they 


•.wakening to tho fact that gold has 
tricked nnd swindled, not simply in re- 
cent years, but tlirongh all history. In- 
stability in the dollar makes all busi- 
ness a gamble. 
Security of the dollar 


Is the very essence of solid business 
prosperity. 


"Evidently, if we. h*ve tome way of 


knowing how much prices have risen, 
we can keep the purchasing power of 
our dollar Used by adding to it the 
number of grains of gold necessary to 
keep it always buying the same amount 
of commodities. Today our dollar con- 
tains 25i8 grains of gold, nine-tenths 
fine. If prices were to rise, say one 
per cent, wo would then add to the 
weight pf our dollar one per cent of 


23.8 
grains, which would make our dol- 


lar weigh a little more thtn 26 grains 
ol gold. 


Adjustment of the Weight 


"The adjustment of the weight of our 


dollar would 
occur 
probably once a 


months. This scheino would convert our 
present gold standard into a multiple 
standard. If adopted, it would not dis- 
turb th« outward appearance of th'e 
world's currencies. 
The ordinary man 


would not know that any change had 
occurred. 


"It would make contracts in money 


more stable and just, and prevent lack 
of adjustment between interest, rents, 
salaries and wages on tho ono hand, 
which cannot change rapidly, and the 
cost 
of 
living, which can and does 


change rapidly. 
. ' 


"Tnis scheme has been indorsed by 


hundreds of prominent men in various 
'ines, statesmen and financiers, bankers, 
nusinesa men and economists. Sir David 
Harbour, the man most responsible for 
the introduction of tho gold standard 
'nto India twenty years ago; John D. 
Harwell, of Chicago, president of 
the 


Citizens' League for Currency Reform! 
Paul Warburg, one, of the keenest minds, 
in Wall street, have all indorsed tha 
suggestion. 
Baron 
.Sakatani, 
former 


minister of finance of Japan, writes that 
ie has called together tho economists 
of Tokio to consider the matter. 


"Governor Wilson, the president, elect, 


is greatly interacted in this scheme. 
There is a bill now in the houao of rep- 
resentatives for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an international conference on tho 
subject, and the prospects are that it 
will go through.
